Changes In the Grain Trade. 


Wheat i'J tbe Chicago market fell from 


en average of |1.11 % a bushel in 1892 
to 4» cents in January, 1895. This was 
of course largely due to the opening of 
the great wheatf.elds iu the northwest. 
In The North Auinrican Review Mr. 
Egertou ft- Williams calls attention to 
the fact that however much wheat is 
consumed at home it is the price in for- 
eign markets that inevitably decides the 
price at home. "The surplus of esport- 
ing countries must always determine 
home values." England, the greatest 
consumer, fixes the price of American 
wheat and cotton and even of American 
nilway stocks. That is because she has 
so mwh ready money. The ocean tele- 
graph brought nearer together the im- 
porters of breadstuff!* and their export- 
ers. Thji had the effect to let all the 
world know where there was a scarcity 
and where a glut of wheat One result 
ww that the time honored custom of 
selling and buying grain and flour 
through comioiiwion merchants is now 
alaoRt obsolete.

Tto eug aud poultry trade is ooe 
of the Baojt striking ca*w to the point 
France manage* to get 17.000,000 an- 
nually oat of the vbipniuat of eggs to 
England, while we, with all creation 
for hc*w to rang* over, actually do not 
get eggs enough to rapply ourselves. 


The light Mr. Morton incidentally 


throws on the cold storage business is 
of rant illumination. The tnM storage 
men buy eggs from the farmers iu sum- 
mer at * and 10 cent* the doaau. They 
pack them away in booses where the 
temperature ia just above freezing aud 
keep them four to six months. Then 
they sell the same eggs as "fresh hud," 
and the retailer gets anywhere from 25 
up to 50 cents a dozen for them. Poul- 
try u kept over in the same way. The 
"broilers" sold iu spring at such exor- 
bitant rates have been in cold storage 
ever since the previous snmmer. Why 
do not the farmers run the cold storage 
houses themselves? 


American farmers might make twice 


as much as they do of the pork trade, 
Mr. Morton nays. Bacon alone ought to 
bring American farmers f 10,000,000 a 
year more than it does. So it would if 
American hogs had 3# inches of fat on 
their backs instead of three inches. 
American bacon is too fat Europeans 
will not buy fat pork. They demand it 
lean, therefore pay more for hog meat 
from other countries. Danish bacon is 
reckoned much better then ours. There, 
too, is the onion crop. The American 
farmer thinks it such small business 
to raise onions that we actually import 
vast quantities of this useful and neces- 
sary vegetable every year. 


The worst charge brought against 


American farmers by the secretary is in- 
deed a serious one. He says that Ameri- 
can farmers do not treat their wives 
well To themselves they are self indul- 
gent in tobacco and other luxuries; to 
their wives they are skimpy aud penuri- 
ous to fte last degree. Farmers' wives 
toil like skives, and Mr. Morton believes 
they are in most cases little better off 
than slaves. He once saw a meek, hard- 
working farmwife beg her husband for 
$6 to buy a new gown ehe needed great- 
ly. She timidly asked him if he could 
not afford it. He said he could not, and 
she went off without it Then the farm- 
er turned to the clerk and ordered $10 
worth of ping tobacco. 


But is it true that so many farmers 


are stingy and unkind to their wives?

Besides being a 
cheerful bird, it is as good as a watch- 
dog to tell when there are strangers 
around. Guineas detect a stranger A 
soon as he comes near, and set up their 
shrill cries. They also serve to frighten 
off hawks, as they are sure to raise a 
clamor if one comes in sight.
